I am enclosing in this same envelope a very important document, one of the 
most striking bits of literature that has been written since the days of the great 

war. 


It comes to you because of your position of leadership among other employed 
boys. There is a growing interest among all sorts of people in finding a v/ay to do 
away with war. Many of us are puzzled to know just what means ought to be employed 
to bring about an arrangement whereby international questions could be settled with¬ 
out the terrible loss of life and the accompanying misery and disaster both to indi¬ 
viduals and to nations, resulting from war itself. We are interested in the propo¬ 
sition for an international police force, for agreements among the nations to cease 
certain practices that make war practically certain-secret diplomacy and the backing 
of doubtful commercial enterprises by the Government. When ex-Senator Fall made his 
famous report on Mexico, some wag remarked that it was a report containing a million 
words and one idea - "Intervention in Mexico." Everybody knows now what the inter¬ 
ests of certain groups were in having the Government do such a thing as that in 
relation to Mexico. The people need to be constantly'on their guard against those 
who would rush us into war in order to back some commercial scheme of their own. 


I am not suggesting to you any particular solution for the problems which 
war has brought upon the worldJ I wish I were wise enough to do so. I do feel, how¬ 
ever, that employed boys, as well as business men and college students, ought to be 
thinking about this question. 


Will you not read this pamphlet through carefully. Here is certainly the 
best array of facts you can secure about the ravages of the war. I think you will 
agree with much that Mr. Page says. Some of it you will wonder about; some of it 
you may not agree with. As you read it perhaps you will care to mark places here 
and there and then later in a meeting of your Brotherhood or club this summer or in 
the early fall, you can bring these ideas and facts to the attention of the boys and 
thereby create a most interesting and useful discussion. I will be glad if you will 
write me about your own personal reactions to this booklet or any experience you 
have in discussing it with other boys, either individually or in your organized group. 


I have just discovered that I can also secure for you a copy of Mr. Gregg’s 
excellent discussion outline on the subject. This would be most useful to you in 
bringing it to the attention of the other boys.

I think I express the feelings of many others when I tell you that 
we are gratefull for ;■ man who will go the whole way on this war issue. 
Last year,wtjile a student at Evwgelical Theological seminary,which is 
connected as you may know with Northwestern College,we were often tried 
to the limit of a pacifist patience with these men who are anxious for 
nsace but can see no reason for abandoning the R.O.T.C.When a committee 
representing the seminary #f*(nll graduates of North Astern College) 
waited upon the president of that institution with a petition to do 
away with military training we were made to feel that we were young 
fools and plainly told that we were making *"nulsance"of ourselves. 
Speaker after speaker came to the college all strong for peace but all 
carefull not to be too peacefull .Your little book came just in time 

to save some of us from despair.

Dear Kirby; 

After having lunched with King George, had tea at the houses of 
Parliament, discussed the general time of day and the state of the 
Empire with Ramsay M C D. I wonder if you will be willing to even 
look at a letter from Coolie #2. Boy what a time you must be having. 

It was a grand list of people that you sent along. Ought to be a fine 
party if you can handle that large a group. I will be anxious to hear 
how it goes; Fine that Alma can be with you, know the crowd that you 
are travelling with and hear that the big bugs aren't so all fired 
big after all. 

What a time you must have had on the boat going over. I imagine 
that Sherwood worked them until their tongues hung out, getting them 
ready for what they were to hear. How I wish that I might hhv-e been 
there to hear him give his lecture on British manners, eating with 
you knife etc, Glad to maet you, Thinking of your going over recalls 
the good days that we had on our boat trips together, even the proof 
reading, to say nothing of the arguments as to the advisibility of 
praying for rain. Of that latter we haven't had to do any for the 

last ten days. Such rain, even dry old Peking a S 0 cial Survey is growl® 

whiskers on the shelf. As Betty says Damp Peculiar Weather. 

It has been fine that the Sears could be with the party for most 

o f its meetings. It will mean a lot for both of them when they get 
into things out here. And they are coming into something of a mess 
at the ¥ just now. Pop Galley has gotten tired of having the young 
secretaries try to boss things, so has fired the whole bunch and is 
starting in from thebottom again. I don't know where he will come out 
but it is going to have a tremendous influenee on the whole movement 
out here, besides just the local smell. Some of the foreign gang don't 
know just how far they ought to go for principles. My but I ;m glad 
that I don't have to make it any of my responsibility, I have 
trouble enough trying to learn some of this old language and plan for 
the fall. 

We are to have one of Mr. Rockefellers houses this next year and 
ought to be very comfortable if only we can get a good set of servants. 
We have our eyesjbn a couple if only their present users will go home to 
USA. 

I am going to get into some research work, rather try to get other 

people into it for I have a Chinese who will be on the research Job this 

next year. The whole group interested in the research work is going 
to get together and we will have a group of six or seven who will be

days in China. 

AAother nice little Job has been handed me, that of President of 
the student body of the N Q rth China Union Language School. Well I 
hope I will be able to get some good committees going and have them 
do the work. But at that with the Sears, Dick Ritter, Margaret Hddy 
the Liberal group ought to be able to make some sort of a dent on 
things. I don't know just how far we will be able to go with some of 
our very conservative friends but we will see what can be done. They 
had a very good retreat with Henry Hodgkin this spring and are planning

Dear Kirbys 

I released to the religious press your letter to the Disciples 
pastors about war. I have not had a chance yet to see whether it had 
any effect, but I very much hope that it did. 

I read the rest of your pamphlet with very great interest. Per¬ 
sonally, I should favor mailing this, together with ttr. Eddy's pamphlet, 
from our office, if you still desire it. 1 am not quite certain whelher 
I can secure the assent of all my colleagues to this proposal, but I should 
like at least to try, and I understand that you have arranged to have copies 
of the two pamphlets sent to me as soon as proofs can be secured. 

There was only one important question which it seemed to me you 
had omitted in your pamphlet. I refer to the point of view of the man 
vdio, after having done everything which he can to prevent his country's 
going to war, nevertheless feels that, after the step has been taken, he 
ought to case in his lot with the social group of which he is a part. I 
should suppose that our friend, Alva Taylor, is a good representative of 
this position. Of course, you have dealt with it indirectly, but I have 
wondered whether it might not be worth while to raise this point in a 
definite question and to try to answer it as well as possible. I should 
think it wise also to recognize everything that can be said in favor of 
a position like Taylor'ws, which undoubtedly is held by great numbers of 
devoted Christian people.

Lear Walter; 

Your letter o? July 9th has reached rae over 
here. I hays been thinking a good deal about yotrr invi¬ 
tation to come to Ravonna. I have finally decided to 
cone at the date you suggest, Hovember 13 to 23. My 
hesitation has been due to the fi;ot that I am planning 
to spend most of the fall and ^inter in writing end in 
view of the large number of invitations to speak that 
are constantly coming have wondered whether I ought to 
spend as much as a week or ten days in one place. X -j 

oould take three oollege campaigns of three days each 
in the same period. Two main faotors have : led me to 
acce t your invitation; one, I am more than evor, con¬ 
vinced of the enormous importance of the local church 
and second, I am passionately fond of evangelictlo 
preaching. 

I should like to speak onoe each day in adt- 
dltlon to the regular preaohing servioes. 1 am writing 
to my friend H. L. Seamens, State Student Secretary of 
Ohio and an asking him to get in touoh with you oonoern- 
ing dates in college# within an hour or two of Ravenna. 

Please feel free to arrange any schedule that seems 
desirable to you. I think probably I ought not to plan 
to speak more than twice a day. Otherwise I will not be 
able to render my best servioes. 

You raise the question about financial arrange¬ 
ments. I have no regular terms. Very frequently I 
get nothing at all for preaohing. On several occasions 
this year I have received $66 for single addresses. 

Onoe I received $76 and onoe $100 for single addresses. 

The churoh at Buffalo gave me $100 in addition to expenses 
for Holy week servioes. Ay arrangement that seems 
satisfactory to you will be entirely aooeptable to me. 

A little later I shall write to you definitely 
concerning the topios of my sermons. I presume th«t you 
want a series of evangelistic sermons rathar than a 
series of addresses on world problems. I oertainly ought 
to be able to get good illustrations for sormons out of 
this wide experience. Please let me know just whet you 
want me to try to do. Any suggestions that you have to 
offer will be of great value in preparation for coming. 

We are having an wonderful time over here. 

An unusually high grade program has been arranged* Among 
the men who are speaking to us are Lord Haldane, Lord

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and Lady Astor, Orchard, Studdert Kennedy, Laski, Bishop 
Gore, Lord Robert Cooil, Borman Angell, The Arohbishop 
of Canterbury and a host of others. Wo are anticipating 
a fruitful time also in Berlin, Geneva and 'laris. Fol¬ 
lowing tho program of Paris, most of the party return to 
America. Alma will be coming back at that timo in order 
to put tho children in school. Mine of us, however, are 
spending a month in the Balkans as por the enoloacd 
schedule. Altogether, the summer ought to he an exceed¬ 
ingly profitable one. 

You will be Interested to kno™ that Sherwood 
Eddy has finally reached the extreme position on war and 
is Joining the Fellowship of Reconciliation.’ H#ahd I 
have Just finished a manuscript of a new book on war which 
we hope to have off the press at the nnd of September. 

We are oalling it "The Abolition of War." Sherwood has 
written the first section, ’’ The Case Against War" and in 
the last half I have attempted to answer fifty nuestions' 
which are constantly asked concerning war. We are having 
a hundred and twenty five thousand copies printed and 
are planning to send eopies free to a hundred thousand 
ministers, teaohers, editors, eto. 

I think you received one of the letters from 
the twenty I’isciple ministers which were sent to all our 
preachers throughout the country. If y u did not, please 
write to i,:if-a P. Metzger at 347 Madison Avenue and ask 
her to send y u a copy. She tells me that 650 preachers 
have already signed the declaration against war. The 
whole country is moving very rapidly on this question. 

Alma is on Joying herself to the limit and both 
of us are feeling xxxy first rate. Let us express the 
hope thft you are having a pleasant and profitable 
summer.

My dear Kirby: 

Many thanks for your letter of the second of Jure which will 
have crossed mine telling you that arrangements were made for the 
translation of your book and that we hoped to go forward with the 
matter speedily. I have not heard what progress has been made, but 
I have no doubt that the translator will be working on your book 
during the summer when he will be relieved from other duties, and I 
sincerely hope that he will have the manuscript ready for the pub¬ 
lishers so that it can be ready for the public in the fall. 

I am glad to know about your own plans. I am particularly 
pleased that you are giving more time to study and writing in the 
near future. I believe you have already done a very valuable ser¬ 
vice in this line, and I see plenty of opportunities for the work. 

I certainly envy you the opportunity of having five days a week on 
such an occupation. My colleagues agree that I ought to spend a 
certain amount of my time in writing, and I am expecting to put in 
quite a little time during the summer in this way; but I am afraid 
that when I once get back here that I shall be apt to be absorbed 
with a good deal of the routine work that must be attended to. 

I hope that your European trip will again be very helpful. I 
am expecting great things from the Allied Conference now meeting, 
and I hope that they will give body to the recommendations of the 
Dawes Report, and that this will involve the withdrawal of French 
control from the Ruhr. 

We certainly in this country, too, have a wide open door in the 
colleges and elsewhere, and it is especially in connection with the 
student field that I hope to do some writing. It is good to know 
that Sherwood is having such splendid opportunities and is giving so 
strong a message. 

Please keep me in touch with what you are doing in the way of 
writing. I enclose a copy of my letter to my friends which may in¬ 
terest you.

Sometime ago the American Friends Service Committee, 
under whose direction I am working in Mexico City, wrote me in re¬ 
gard to the Fellowship for a Christian Social Order of which you 
are secretary, and enclosed one or two leaflets describing your or¬ 
ganization. 


I presume that the Committee has explained to you some¬ 
thing of what we are trying to do in Mexico, so that it will be un¬ 
necessary for me to say much about my work here. The principal ob¬ 
ject of the Committee is, in short, to find and put into practice,so 
far as possible, ways and means to increase the bonds of friendship 
and understanding between the American and Mexican people. There are 
quite a number, both Mexicans and foreigners,here in Mexico City, who 
are deeply interested in getting something effective done along this 
line. This group has been meeting informally from time to time to 
discuss the many phases of the problem.

Fellowship for Christian Order can give, and in turn wish to assure 
you of our willingness and desire to aid the work of the Fellowship 
in any way in which we can. 

I should appreciate it very much if you would, when you 
have the opportunity, advise me in just what ways I can be of assist¬ 
ance to you and how the Mexican-American Fellowship group can best co¬ 
operate with the Fellowship, particularly in such matters as might re¬ 
late to the Social order in Mexico and the relationship between the 
Mexican and the American people. 


Miss Anna M. Graves, who represents the Women's League 
for Peace and Freedom, has been in Mexico City for some months co¬ 
operating withtiefew local elements interested in the campaign against 
war. Just at present the most urgen^'nere is the preparation of an 
adequate collection of pacifist literature in Spanish. I do not know 
whether Miss Graves has written you in regard to the possibility of 
having your booklet, "The Sword and the Cross," translated, but it will 
do no harm to duplicate the inquiry.

My dear Friend: 

The American Fellowship group, under the auspices of the Fellow¬ 
ship for a Christian Social Order, is just concluding two months of study 
in Europe. The party consists of approximately 100 men and women from all 
parts of the United States. Among the persons who have been with the group 
for all or part of the trip are the following: Sherwood Eddy; President 
Maurer, of Beloit College 5 President Rail, of Northwestern College; Judge 
Florence E. Allen, of the Supreme Court of Ohio} Chas. Clayton Morrison, 
Editor of the Christian Century} Nevin Sayre, Editor of The World To-morrowj 
Ernest F. Tittle, of Evanston; Reinhold Niebuhr, of Detroit; Professor 
Norman B. Nash, of Harvard Theological Seminary; Professor Harry'F. Ward, 
of Union Theological Seminary; Professor J. E. Kirkpatrick, University of 
Michigan} Miss Anne Guthrie, of the Chicago T.W.C.A.J Ben M, Cherrington 
of Denver; Professor Niles Carpenter, of Harvard University; Dr. M. H. 
Marvin, of Seattle. 

During the two months we have visited London, Berlin, Geneva and 
Paris. In each of these places we have had the opportunity of meeting many 
outstanding leaders and have had presented very diverse points of view con¬ 
cerning international and economic problems. Among the men and women who 
have addressed us in London are the following: Seven members of the Cab¬ 
inet, J. R. Clynes, Lord Haldane, J. H. Thomas, G. B. Trevelyan, Jbhn Wheat- 
ley, Wm. Adamson and Arthur Greenwood; Professor H. J. Laskl, Professor 
J. A. Hobson, Editor J. L. Garvin, Studdert Kennedy, W. E. Orchard, Lord 
Robert Cecil, Lord Eustace Percy, Graham Wallas, Robert Smillie, Lord and 
Lady Astor, Philip Kerr, Norman Angell, George Lansbury, W. L. Hitchins, 
Sydney Pascall. In Berlin we met members of the various parties, including 
the Junkers and the Socialists. Among the men who spoke before our group 
were former-Chancellor Michaelis, Secretary of Labor Brauns, Count Harry 
Kessler, Professor Schuecking, Dr. Quitte, head of the German Peace Soci¬ 
eties. Professor Adolf Deisaman, Professor Julius Richter, Pastor LaSeur, 
and a brilliant Swiss scholar, Dr. A. Wolfers, who is coming to America in 
October for four months.; 

In Geneva we were addressed by various members of the Secretariat 
of the League of Nations, including Professor Manley 0. Hudson of Harvard 
University. In Paris we have been, addressed by Count Fleury of the Foreign 
Office; Stephane Lasaunne, Editor of the Le Matin; M. Justin Goddard, Min¬ 
ister of Labor; M. Georges Selles, of the Ministry of Labor; M. de Peyster} 
Professor Nogaro, of the University of Paris and a member of the Chamber of 
Deputies; M. L. Johaux, General Secretary of the General Confederation of 
Labor; Dr. Andre Monod, Secretary of the Protestant Federation of Churches 
of France; M. Paul Fuzier, State Council of France. 

Several members of our party also attended the International Con¬ 
ference of the Fellowship of Reconciliation held at Bad Boll in Southern 
Germany, where there were delegates from a score of countries, and where ws 
met such outstanding loaders as Walter Ayles, member of the British House 
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of Commons, who was in seven prisons as a conscientious objector during the 
war; Sigmund Scultze, formerly pastor to the Kaiser, an outstanding figure 
in the religious and social life of Germany, and who was court-martialed 
several times during the war; Dr* Ragas, a distinguished editor from Switzer¬ 
land* 


We have had so many different speakers and have listened to such 
conflicting interpretations of current events that it is exceedingly diffi¬ 
cult to formulate any definite conclusions concerning the trend of events 
over here. We have heard extreme reactionaries, extreme radicals and all 
shades of thought in between. Out of it all, the following points seem 
worthy of emphasis. 

1. On the whole conditions are very much better than was the 
case a year ago . The adoption of the Dawes plan has had a very wholesome 
influence upon international relations. The currencies of Germany and of 
France are on a stable basis for the time being. One has only to remember 
his experiences in Berlin a year ago, when the currency would lose half of 
its value in a few hours, to realize how great an improvement there is in 
the present situation. The economic conditions in several countries have 
improved during the year. There has been an improvement in the relations 
between England and France since the downfall of Poincare. Ramsay MacDonald 
and M. Herriot have made a real contribution to the peace of Europe. There 
has been a general reduction of armaments during the year and there are now 
400,000 less men under arms in Europe than in 1913. The influence of the 
League of Nations has increased during the year. 

2. T he economic struggle between the classes in Europe is far mor e 
intense and bitter than in the United States. Even before the war the stan¬ 
dard of life in the countries of Europe was very much lower than in America. 
The enormous destruction of the war has placed an incalculably heavy burden 
upon the masses of the people. At the same time a relatively small number 

of people have grown rich out of the war and the chaos which followed. These 
profiteers from the varibus countries throng the pleasure resorts and spend 
their time in riotous living. It is this class of profiteers which is 
most visible to American tourists, with the result that many of these tour¬ 
ists are returning home with a wrong impression of the real economic sit¬ 
uation over here. It is perfectly true that in no country in the world 
have the war profiteers been adequately curbed, but in the aggregate this 
class represents only a small fraction of the population. The tragic fact 
is that scores of millions of people in Europe are living in dire poverty 
and many millions more are only a few weeks removed from actual want. 

In England approximately one-third of the population are either 
below the poverty line or very little above it. More than a million workers 
are still being supported by the Government unemployment dole. The huge 
debt caused by the war places an enormous burden upon the tax-payers of 
England, Fully one-third of the total national income is claimed by the 
various tax-collectors; that is to say, the average citizen works eight 
months out of the year for himself and four months for the community. In 
Germany the economic situation is very bad indeed. Germany financed the 
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war by taxation and internal loans. Due to inflation the mark became worth¬ 
less. This means that the Government bonds held by the people are of no 
value. The real fact is that the German people have already paid in full 
for Germany's war costs of 35 billion dollars. The significance of thi3 
fact is better realized when one remembers that Prance has thus far been 
unable even to pay interest upon her debt to the United States, and that 
Great Britain has been granted GO years in which to repay our loan of four 
billion dollars. Upon Germany has been placed the added burden of a heavy 
indemnity. Unemployment is now on the increase. A week’s wages of an 
average worker purchases only 60 to 75 per cent as much as in 1913. A con¬ 
siderable proportion of German workers, perhaps as many as half, receive 
less than 30 marks (about $7.50) per week. 

The financial situation in France is also tragic. The c.ost of the 
war and of restoring the devastated areas (75 to 85 par cent of which has 
now been completed) has made it impossible to balance the French budget, 
and the national debt has increased at an alarming rate. The French debt 
now amounts to more than 400 billion francs. The par value of this is 76 
billion dollars, and if the franc is calculated at 5.5 cents the amount is 
22 billion dollars. The national wealth of France in 1913 was only 58 bil¬ 
lion dollars, and is no greater now, even with the recovery of Alsace- 
Lorraine. That is to say, the debt of France at par value is far greater 
than the total national wealth, while at its current exchange value it is 
approximately 40 per cent of the total wealth. Interest on the internal 
debt alone requires more than half the amount paid by French tax-payers. 

This does not include interest upon the debt to the United States and Great 
Britain, none having been paid to date. 

With these facts as a background, it is not difficult to under¬ 
stand why the economic struggle between the classes is growing more serious. 
In England the Labor Party is steadily gaining in power and the prediction 
is freely made that within five or six years it will have a majority in 
Parliament and will then put into effect its own economic program. There 
is every reason to believe that a violent revolution will be avoided in the 
British Isles. In Germany this is by no means certain. Everything depends 
upon the trend of international events. The Communists now have 65 members 
of the Reichstag. It is difficult to predict whether they will gain or lose 
in power. One fact is certain, however, the class struggle in Germany is 
going to be exceedingly bitter throughout this generation. This will also 
be the case in France and in many other parts of Europe. 

3. The_i nte rn atio nal sit uation is still exceedingly dangerous . 

Tho acceptance of the Dawes plan has greatly improved the situation, but it 
should be emphasized that the adoption of this plan is only a mere beginning 
of the solution of the complex and dangerous problems of Europe. A genera¬ 
tion of preparation for war, five years of wholesale bloodshed, and five 
years of chaos since the Peace Conference, have created a vast chasm between 
many of the nations of Europe. During this trip we have been impressed with 
the terrible misunderstanding, suspicion, fear and bitterness everywhere 
prevalent. Not only have we received contradictory interpretations of events 
in the different countries visited, but even within a country various groups 
have presented widely divergent points of view. Two speakers here have told 
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us that there is no fear and no hatred in France, while both of these- char¬ 
acteristics have been manifested to a marked degree by persons who have 
addressed our group. The tragic fact is that most people in Germany do not 
understand the point of view of the average Frenchman, while few people in 
France really understand how most Germans feel about the war and the peace. 
Tradition, passion and suffering have combined to make it difficult for 
these peoples to understand each other. 

That the Treaty of Versailles is unjust in some of its provisions 
is generally admitted in England and by a smaller group in France, Most 
Germans, of course, regard it as an absolute violation of the Fourteen Points 
and the Armistice terms. Among the festering sores which are poisoning in¬ 
ternational relations are the prolongation of the Ruhr occupation, the con¬ 
tinued occupation of the Rhineland, Danzig and the Danzig corridor, Upper 
Silesia, Memel, Vilna, millions of minority peoples scattered throughout a 
dozen nations. The economic and political rivalry between the various na¬ 
tions is keener than ever and is creating serious friction in many places. 
Notwithstanding the fact that there has been a reduction in armaments during 
the year, militarism still has its roots down deep in this continent. It is 
universally admitted, that the race of armaments prior to the war was one of 
the main causes of that catastrophe. And yet there are almost as many men 
under arms now as in those mad days, and the blind confidence in military 
power still prevails throughout great areas. Military alliances have been 
entered into recently by several of the powers and there is a possibility 
that Europe may be drifting toward a new balance of power. These various 
factors have combined to produce a situation which in many respects is far 
worse than that which existed during the years prior to 1914. 

4, The significance of the question of war guilt is far greater 
than is ge nerall y realized in America . There is a widespread feeling in the 
United States that the question of who started the war is a closed issue 
and should be forgotten. It is significant, however, that over here it 
is regarded as a very live issue and has been discussed by many of our 
speakers. Naturally, these speakers have not all agreed. Most French 
people regard it as axiomatic that Germany deliberately planned the war and 
then waged it in a most barbarous manner. In England there is an increasing 
tendency to admit that Germany was not alone guilty, but that the war was 
caused by economic imperialism, militarism, excessive nationalism, secret 
diplomacy and the lack of adequate international machinery to deal with 
the sources of friction, and that all the nations were in varying degrees 
involved in these practices. In Germany we found three points of view con¬ 
cerning this question. A small group of radicals say that the Kaiser and the 
Prussian military leaders were primarily responsible. A second group, com¬ 
posed of Junkers and monarchists, have pleaded that Germany was relatively 
innocent and that the war was really caused by Russia and France. A third 
group, and a very influential one, admits that the German leaders were 
guilty - one speaker emphasized the fact that they were also stupid - but 
that they were not alone in their guilt, that the leaders in Serbia, Russia 
and France were likewise guilty. Several speakers reminded us of the conclus¬ 
ions reached by Professor Harry Elmer Barnes, of Smith College, in the May, 
1924, Current History Magazine, to the effect that Austria, Russia and France 
were all more responsible than Germany for the outbreak of the war, They al¬ 
so refered us to the June, 1924, issue of the same magazine in which a number 
of American historians express substantial agreement with Professor Barnes. 
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What is the real significance of this discussion! What practical 
difference does it make who started the war! Suppose the guilt is divided, 
say 60 per cent on one side and 40 per cent on the other, or even at the ra¬ 
tio of 51 to 49 per cent, what political significance does it possess at this 
time! One has only to remember that the Treaty of Versailles rests upon the 
foundation of German guilt and that the ramifications of this treaty extend 
throughout the world, to realize the enormous importance of this question 
of war guilt. If the guilt is somewhat evenly divided between Germany and 

Austria on the one hand and Russia, Serbia, France and England on the other, 

can the Treaty of Varsailles be justified on ethical grounds! If the guilt 
is divided and it was just to force Germany to pay for the restoration of 

the devastated areas of Belgium and France, should not the Allies have paid 

for the restoration of East Prussia and for the enormous damage done by the 
blockade! What about the justice of depriving Germany of her colonies, 
while increasing the colonial possossions of the Allies, and of transferring 
the German merchant marine to the Allies! What about the justice of the 
seizure of the Ruhr and the prolonged military occupation of the Rhineland! 

If it is true that the Germans were exclusively guilty of causing the war, 
there may be some excuse for the harshness of the treaty, but if there is 
an honest doubt as to the solo guilt of Germany, what shall we say? More 
than 100 million people in Europe deny the sole guilt of Germany and regard 
the Treaty of Versailles and the other treaties of Paris as unjust and in¬ 
iquitous documents. The issues at stake are stupendous and this question 
of guilt is one of supreme practical importance. 

5. Ef festive i nternational agencies ofjustice are absolutely 
essentia] _io the preservation o f E uropean civi liza tion . The extraordina rily 
complex and highly dangerous problems of Europe cannot be solved by the 
separate action of the nations* Joint action is absolutely imperative* 

The brightest phase of the whole European situation is that the truth of 
this statement is rapidly being accepted by the great powers and everywhere 
there is a tendency to strengthen the League of Nations and the World Court 
and to use them as agencies through which many of these problems may be 
solved. The presence of so many Prime Ministers at the Assembly of the 
League this year is a fact of great significance* At Geneva we had an 
opportunity to look into the work of the League. We were deeply impressed 
with what it has already accomplished in the face of grave difficulties 
and were made more enthusiastic concerning its future possibilities. I am 
strongly convinced that every American who longs for permanent peace and 
justice should exert himself to the utmost to get our country to enter the 
World Court and the League without further delay. 


Nine of us ere just starting for Austria,, Hungary, Roumania, Turkey, 
Greece, Jugo-Slavia and Italy. Wo expect to return homo about October 1st* 

Wo are already making plans for bringing over another Fellowship 
party next summer. I shall be glad to correspond with any persons who 
would like to have details concerning next year’s trip. Please feel free 
to make any use of this letter that seems desirable to you.

I confess to honest doubt as to whether

After reading the report of the Convent¬ 
ion I could not avoid the impression that the fire is getting 
so scattered that it is unlikely that any hits will .be made. 

1 simply quote the statement that they considered (1) Private 
Property,(2) Glass War, (3) Abolition of War. In the c nference 
at Stamberk they added at least to the subjects discussed that 
of $hite Slavery. And a speaker issued a call to arms for the 
International Consideration of 'prostitution, alcohol, nicotine, 
fashion and insincerity’. Naturally an organization must not 
be judged by the statements of some speaker from the platform, 
but why quote them in the official News Sheet of the organization. 

Some of these enterprizes in themselves 
may be laudable enough, but it seems to be a far wiser plan to 
bag your game by shooting at something in particular and not at 
everything in general. 


My especial interest is two fold. I am 
greatly interested in sane efforts to eliminate war. Secondly, I 
am interested in Poland, where ^ am one of the representatives 
of the American Y.M.C.A. As this organization expects to organ¬ 
ize its work in Poland in the Spring, I w uld like to be sure as 
to what my position relating to co-operation should be. You wll 
do me a favor, and the work If worthy, perhaps some little assist¬ 
ance, by giving me your candid opinion regarding the questions

My dear Friend: 


Wg are just returning from a most profitable tour through Austria, Hun¬ 
gary, Roumania, Turkey, Greece and Jugo-Slavia. The trip was taken under the aus¬ 
pices of the Fellowship for a Christian Social Order for the purpose of studying 
international, economic and religious problems and was a supplement to the regular 
tour through England, Germany, Switzerland and France* 

Special programs were arranged for us in Vienna, Budapest, Bucharest, 
Athens and Belgrade. In Constantinople v;e had an important series of interviews* A 
few of the many outstanding leaders who addressed us are as follows: Dr. Friedlander, 
of the Austrian Chamber of CommerceJ Dr, Fritz Rager, of the Vienna trade unions; 

Frau Helen Scheu Reiss, author and journalist of Vienna; Professor Kristies, of the 
University of Budapest, formerly City Librarian; Dr* Paul Petry, Secretary of Edu¬ 
cation of Hungary; Mr. Tancrid Constantinescu, Minister of Industry of Roumania; 

Mr. Carp, General Secretary of the Foreign Office of Roumania; Mr. Joan J. Setlacec, 
Director General of the Ministry of Labor of Roumania; Father Gala Galaction, of the 
Orthodox Church, Bucharest; Ahmed Emin Bey, editor of a leading daily paper of Con¬ 
stantinople; Mrs. Nezihi Mouhiddin, President of the Constantinople Suffrage Associa¬ 
tion; Mr. Roussos, Minister of Foreign Affairs of Greece; Mr, Vellianitis, Minister 
of Eduction of Greece; Mrs. Paspatis, President of the National Council of Women’s 
Societies of Greece; the Metropolitan of Greece, head of the Orthodox Church; the 
Archbishop of Corfu; Mr, A. 2, Yovichitch, formerly Serbian Minister to London; Mr. 
Alexander Vidakovic, journalist of Belgrade; Mr. I. Shumencovitch, Minister of Com¬ 
merce of Jugo-Slavia* 

1. The whole situation in South-Eastern Europe is highly complex and ex¬ 
ceedingl y dangerous. One of the significant points to keep in mind is that this 
region has a history - a history filled with feuds, battles, atrocities, annihilation, 
subjugation, oppression. For three thousand years this area has been made an almost 
continuous battleground by Persians, Macedonians, Greeks, Romans, Barbarians, Turks, 
Saracens, Crusaders, Allies, Central Powers and the Balkan peoples themselves. Empire 
after empire has arisen and fallen. It is not usually remembered in tine West that in 
the 10th century the Bulgarian Czar ruled over the vast territory south of the Danube 
from the Black Sea to the Adriatic, and that in the 14th century, Serbia attained the 
rank of an Empire, her territory embracing what is now Jugo-Slavia, Roumania, Bulgaria, 
Greece, and Albania. During the past five hundred years much of the energy of the 
people of the Balkan Peninsula has been devoted to the struggle for freedom from the 
Turks, It is not generally realized how far the Turks penetrated into Europe and how 
long they maintained their sway. In 1453 they captured Constantinople. Twice they 
were at the gates of Vienna, and they did not lose control of Hungary until 1699. 

Greece was a Turkish province until 1829; Serbia, Roumania, Bulgaria and Bosnia until 
1373; Macedonia, Albania and Western Thrace until 1913, 

In 1912 the Balkan States united in a war for greater freedom from Turkey. 
They were successful far beyond their expectations, but fell to quarreling among them¬ 
selves and fought another war to determine how the spoils should be divided. Before 
they had recovered their breath they were plunged into the World War, with its appall¬ 
ing destruction and misery. The collapse of the Central Powers furnished the victor¬ 
ious Allies with the opportunity of dividing up among themselves great slices of 
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Austria, Hungary, Bulgaria and Turksy. This division, of the spoils led to intense 
bitterness and some violence, followed in several countries with revolutions and 
dictatorships, red and white. Nearly three-fourths of the territory of Austria was 
taken from ho;-, reducing her population from 28 millions to 6 millions. Hungary, 
with her thousand years of history, was reduced to one-third of her former size. 
Bulgaria was deprived of all territory along the Aegean Sea and slices along her 
Western border. By tho terms of the Treaty of Sevres, which has now been superseded 
by the Treaty of Lausanne, Turkey was to have lost all her possessions in Europe, 
would have retained only a shadow of sovereignty in Constantinople s,nd Smyrna, and 
would have had to submit to what was really an Allied receivership. 


Roumania received Transylvania, Bukovina, Bessarabia, Dobrudja and part 
of Banat; Jugo-Slavia was formed by including old Serbia, Montenegro, Croatia, Bos¬ 
nia, Herzegovina, part of Banat and a slice of territory from Bulgaria; Greece gained 
temporary control of Thrace as far as the Black Sea, Smyrna in Asia Minor; and several 
important islands. And yet none of the victorious powers were satisfied. Each had an 
•insatiable appetite for territory. The net result of the redistribution of territory 
in this area has been to create many new irredentist areas - unredeemed territories 
like Alsace-Lorraine - and to place millions of minority peoples under alien rule. A 
partial list of these areas includes: Transylvania, Austrian Tyrol, Istria, Dalmatia, 
Bukovina, Bessarabia, Dobrudja, Banat, Macedonia, Thrace and the Dodecanese Islands. 


The situation In Turkey deserves special emphasis. Ever since the capture 
of Constantinople in 1453, Turkey has been the dominant power in the Near East. Dur¬ 
ing the past two hundred years she has steadily declined in influence and at the end 
of the World War it was generally expected that she would lose all her territory in 
Europe. Then occurred one of the most remarkable political reversals of history. 

Owing to crucial mistakes and serious division in the ranks of the Allies, the rise 
of intense patriotism in Anatolia, and the debacle of the Greek armies in Asia Minor, 
the Turks again emerged as victors. The Treaty of Sevres, which had been dictated by 
the Allies, was scrapped. At Lausanne, the Turkish delegates were masters of the 
situation, snapping their fingers at the Allies, and securing the major part of their 
extreme demands, including the return of Constantinople, Eastern Thrace and the Smyrna 
region in Asia Minor, the abolition of the Capitulations - special immunities and 
privileges which had been granted to foreigners for several hundred years - and com¬ 
plete autonomy in internal affairs. 


The spirit of nationalism is now as extreme in Turkey as in almost any 
other country in the world. The Turkish leaders ere determined to rid their country 
of all control - diplomatic, military, economic, educational - by Western Powers and 
to make Turkey a self-contained and self-supporting country. As a result of oppres¬ 
sion, persecution, atrocities (it should be pointed out in passing that the Turks are 
not the only peopLe in the Near East who have committed terrible atrocities), and the 
exchange of populations provided for in the Lausanne Treaty, few foreigners now remain 
in Turkey except in Constantinople, and even there the foreign population has been 
greatly reduced. The loss of this population is certain to have serious if not dis¬ 
astrous economic effects, since the Greeks and Armenians have long dominated the com¬ 
mercial life of Turkey. The Turks have hitherto devoted themselves chiefly to military 
and governmental positions and it remains to be seen whether or not they possess suf¬ 
ficient ability and experience to conduct successfully the commercial and industrial 
affairs of their country. Moreover, the abolition of the Capitulations and the general 
instability of the country has almost entirely stopped the inflow of foreign capital. 
This fact, coupled with high tariffs and excessive red tape, has brought business to 
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» standstill. The harbor of Constantinople is idle and unemployment is rapidly 
increasing. 


The general situation is further complicated by the pressure of those 
complex and urgent problems which always weigh heavily upon new governments. There 
jjs general agreement that Mustapha Kemal and two or three other members of the Cab¬ 
inet are honest, capable and genuinely patriotic leaders, but that the number of such 
men ids entirely inadequate. Inefficiency, bribery and corruption are widespread among 
government officials of all ranks. Seldom has a government boon faced with more gi¬ 
gantic problems or been so poorly equipped to deal with them as the present government 
of Angora. Nevertheless, I am fully convinced that this government is entitled to a 
fair deal from other nations. The record of the Turks is black enough without exag¬ 
geration and misrepresentation. Moreover, it should never be forgotten that the rec¬ 
ord of the Balkan [States and the imperialistic powers of the West has also been un¬ 
speakably bad. It is only to be expected that the Turks should use the blunders and 
excesses of other nations as a justification for their own policy of extreme nation¬ 
alism. Sooner or later this policy will have to be changed fundamentally. But to 
attempt to coerce the Turks by military means would be fatal. Until they - along 
with the other nations of the world - recognise the suicidal nature of bigoted na¬ 
tionalism, there can be no permanent peace. Example is a better way to teach this 
lesson than coercion. it would be a bold prophet indeed, who would attempt to predict 
the ultimate outcome of the situation. Whether the present government will endure, 
whether there will be civil war, whether the Western Powers will again intervene and 
resume their imperialistic rivalry, whether Russia will again revive her age-long 
ambition to control Constantinople, these are all questions which cannot be answered 
with certainty at this time. The one thing about which we can be absolutely sure is 
that the situation is exceedingly ominous. 

Thus we see that throughout South-Eastern Europe and Asia Minor the facts 
are such'as to cause us to be alarmed for the peace of the world. The extreme danger 
of the present situation may quickly be summarized: All over this whole region, 
there are millions of peoples of diverse races, religions and. cultures who have been 
reared in an atmosphere of fear, suspicion and violence, with passions stirred by 
tradition and experience; armed to the limit and accustomed to the use of arms; with 
grievances, real or imaginary, against neighboring states, with some of whom they were 
recently at war and against whom they are filled with bitter hatred; with government 
officials often lacking in character or inadequately trained to deal with the complex 
and baffling problems pressing for solution - all these factors combined constitute 
a situation which is full of menace for the peace of Europe and the world. One’s 
uneasiness is made greater by remembering that it was the explosion of one of these 
exposed powder mines in the Balkans which precipitated the World War. 

2 . International agencies of justice are absolutely essen tial to the 
maintenance of peace . There are three ways of attempting to maintain security and 
justice: national preparedness; military alliances and the balance of power; inter¬ 
national agencies of justice. The advocates of preparedness and alliances are to be 
found in all the countries of South-Eastern Europe. In fact, they are in the ascend¬ 
ancy just now. Everywhere the same old blind trust in physical force prevails and 
everywhere the nations are arming to the limit. There is also a visible trend toward 
the old balance of power idea. Jugo-Slavia, Czecho-Slovakia and Roumania have formed 
the Little Entente, directed chiefly against Hungary. France has entered into mili¬ 
tary alliances with several of the countries of this region. Italy is turning toward 
Bulgaria as an ally against Jugo Slavia. What will happen when Russia, Germany and 








Turkey have recovered from their wounds! The present alignment is by no means perma¬ 
nent and if the old balance of power is to be continued, Europe is almost certain to 
have further wars. Indeed, a fatalistic attitude toward the inevitability of another 
war is widespread, and preparations are everywhere being made for the conflict. It 
is pointed out that the new forms of aerial and chemical warfare will enable the 
vanquished in the last war to recover their fighting strength more quickly. 

For this menace of preparedness and alliances there is only one cure: 
international understanding and the willingness to substitute international law and 
orderly processes of justice for violence. Fortunately a few leaders in each country 
are aware of the suicidal nature of the old policies, and are seeking vigorously to 
create sentiment in favor of'the new policy of understanding and cooperation between 
the nations. The World Court and the League of Nations have undoubtly gained greatly 
in influence during the past year. Even greater progress must quickly be made if they 
are to gain sufficient strength to act in the event of a possible emergency. No 
person can say when the nations will be confronted with another Sarajevo murder or a 
Corfu crisis. Effective international agencies are desperately needed to help in the 
solution of the manifold problems problems relating to boundaries, minorities, com¬ 
munications, customs, financial affairs - which are now threatening the peace of 
Europe. Under the most favorable circumstances, it is going to be exceedingly diffi¬ 
cult to solve these common problems. Without a new spirit of friendliness and co¬ 
operation their solution is impossible. The quicker the nations abandon their schemes 
or military preparedness and military alliances, which are in themselves a chief 
source of fear, suspicion, hatred and violence, and devote themselves resolutely to 
the task of strengthening the World Court, the League of Nations and other agencies 
of international justice, the better it will be for humanity. 

What should the United States do about this turmoil and strife in Europe! 
There are those who are convinced that we should keep entirely out of it until these 
peoples come to their senses. My own opinion is that the very seriousness of the 
situation constitutes a challenge to America to use her full influence against the 
whole sordid policy of militarism and military alliances and to assume an active part 
in the strengthening of international agencies of justice, without which world peace 
cannot be maintained. This conviction has been greatly intensified by my observa¬ 
tions and experiences this summer. Everywhere we have found an intense desire for 
American cooperation in helping to solve international problems. If we were so 
inclined, we could exert an enormous influence in the pacification of Europe. Indeed 
we have exerted considerable influence during the past year. With our vast reserves 
of power -financial, industrial, diplomatic, moral - we could do more to abolish 
militarism and to strengthen the World Court and the League than any other nation on 
earth. To stand aloof at such an hour of danger to world peace would seem to me to 
be nothing less than criminal neglect of duty and an inexcusable failure to aid in 
the effort to avert another world catastrophe.
